Cornaro's regimen—which consisted 


of eggs, soup, bread, pancake^ and 
such liko food, with witte—was,. as he 
tells us, intended for himself alone. All 
people should lire temperately; but the 
temperance of onO man 13 the excess of 
another. 
Cornaro's method is the 


simple one that each man, should find 
out for himsolf what is the suitable 
quantity of food and drink for himsslf, 
and then live accordingly. 
The oharnj. 


of Cornaro's narrative consists in thb 
garrulous naivete with which he sets 
forth his simple creed and practice. 
Italy, he say», was suffering from three 
groat evils—first, from flattery and 
ceremonies; secondly, from the effects 
of the Lutheran doctrines: thirdly, 
from debauchery. 
These three evils, 


or rather "cruel monsters of human 
)ife," have destroyed respectively social 
piucerity; secondly, the religion of the 
soul; thirdly, the health o£ tho body. 
The first two plagues he leaves to bo 
dealt with by some "gentili spiriti," 
who will banish them'from tho world; 
the third ho ^undertakes to extirpate 
liimself, being convinced that Italy be- 
fore his death will roturn to her former 
"fair and lovely manners." To Uiis 
end ho gives his own practice as an ex- 
ample to be followed, at least in its 
aim and spirit. His daily allowance of 
food was three rolls, the yolk of an 
egg, with meat and BOUP, the whole 
weighing twelve ounces; his daily al- 
lowance of wine fourteen ounces. 
On 


ono occasion, after he had slightly in- 
creased tho quantities, he became 
"choleric and melancholy," and soon 
foil into a violent fever, from which 
ho 
only 
recovered by 
returning 


to his former regimen. Ho never ate 
or drank to the extent ol his appetite; 
avoided extremes of heat and cold, was 
carof ul to have sufficient sleep. To keep 
.clear of grief, melancholy, hatred and 
'other perturbations of the mind was 
also an essential part of his system, 
though tumperanco in eating and 
ilnnlving will do much to counteract 
mental troubles, as well as to neutralize 
tliu eiloets of bodily hardships. Once 
wLu'7i powerful enemies brought a suit 
against him he kept his equanimity, 
and won his case iu Iho end. while his 
brother, who led an irregular life, died 
ot anxiety while tho taso was still go- 
ing on, "If men wore but temperate as 
ho was himself, they would live to be a 
hundred years old. Ilo himself in- 
tended to do si>, and to dio at last, not 
ot disease, but of "pura resoluzione." 
If lio had hud a good ron->titutionj|to 
start with ho ^onld roach one hundred 
nud twenty yours instead of only ono 
hundred. Ilo did, in fact, die very 
nearly at tho ago of ono hundred, if he 
did not surpass it. Ho is sure that, 
having on earth led a lite pleasing to 
G od, he will by His mercy enjoy the 
lioavoniy life after death. Until he 
adopted the temperate life he never 
"knew that tho world was fair." Even 
tho deaths of relations and friends 
troubled him little, so calm and equable 
luui his tsmpyr become. These and 
other doctrines to tho same effect he 
published in his iirst treatise, written 
\vheu ho was at the age of eighty-three; 
Ihreo joars later he followed it up by a 
second, the "Compendlo della Vita 
Sobrla;" five years later (till he pub- 
lished a third; and, finally, at the a^e 
of ninety-five, he brought out his 
"Loving" Exhortation," urging 
his 


readers to do as he had done, and to 
enjoy tho happiness he had found, Not 
a little of it, he tells us, JMS due to the 
tact that many of them Ead followed 
his advice.—Saturday Eevicw.

LOUISVILLE claims to have the

France. He ie 27 years old, six feet 
fonr inches high, and weighs 256 
pounds, and with no suiplos fleeh.

Taking a piece of iron, which was 
afterwards found to weigh forty- 
thiee pounds, Bernhardt held it hor- 
izontally at arm's length for several 
minutes.

The last of the six entertainments un- 


der the auspices of the Deoatur Lecture 
Coarse was given at the opera house last 
night, being the lecture on "Pocket in 
Politics" by the celebrated theologian 
from Boston, Rev. Joseph Cook, whose 
writings and lectures are widely read by 
the people of both continents. Rev. Cook 
is a tall, robust gentleman, powerful 
frame and large head with high forehead. 
He wears a circle of neatly trimmed beard 
under his chin, and in manner he is quick 
and vigorous. The audience was large 
and was about evenly divided as to eex, 
the politicians apparently preferring to 
improve the fleeting hours about town 
rather than lose golden opportunities by 
idly listening to what some of the veter- 
ans termed "gauzy theories" of a Bosto- 
nian who knows less about practical, 
every-day fourth and fifth ward politics 
than the least ambitious voter in the dis- 
tricts named. 


The deep-voiced lecturer was intro- 


duced by Mr. E. A. Gastman, and Rev. 
Cook on coming to the front remarked: 
In the contest to-morrow I will say, "May 
the best man win;" and he added that it 
was gratifying to him to see so many men 
present when they perhaps ought to be 
on the outside doing wnat they can to 
save the country. [Laughter.] The leot-1 
urer spoke first on the misrule of munioi-1 
pal governments, grouping the ten larger I 
cities of the United States, which he said 
if put together would not make a London 
in population. Some time was given up 
to the rapid growth of the population in 
our country, and it was predicted that in 
1%0 we will have 200,000,000 people, with 
many cities the size of London. A gloomy 
picture of the future of American politics 
and business interests was made by allud- 
ing to the socialistic and communistic 
iniluenoe, but Rev. Cook bad most to say 
about the influence of King Whisky. 
Slavery was killed because it attempted 
to rule the nation, and whisky must go 
down for it attempts not only to rule the 
nation, but flaunts itself in the faces 
of decent people. A new party will be 
formed to kill whisky if the old parties 
fail longer to do that which the new 
party will do. 


Upon the topic of Civil Service Reform 


Rev. Cook became quite facetious in the 
outset, pronouncing it a success on 
paper thus far; but further on he became 
solemnly in earnest and hoped for better 
proof for sincerity in carrying out the 
law in future. It was Aaron Burr who 
instituted the spoils system fifty years 
ago. 
Martin Van Buren improved the 


plan, but it was Andy Jackson who went 
the full length, "To the victors belong 
the spoils." There arc tricksters in all 
political parties who receive their rewards 
for dirty work performed. It was Jeffer- 
son who said we must spoil the spoils 
system or it will spoil us. President 
Hayes once said to me: "Only 30 men are 
turned out of office in Great Britain when 
there is a change. We commonly turn 
out 8,000 when there is a change here." 
Again the speaker made a dark picture of 
anarchy unless the era of Reform is 
quickly ushered in. 


In presenting the remedies for the evils 


existing and those that are to come, Rev. 
Cook had more to say about the encroach- 
ments of the liquor traffic and its influ- 
ence in American politics. He would 
wipe it out, and thus in his opinion re- 
move one of the greatest evils. Then he 
would have the reading test applied to 
those who would vote at the polls. No 
man in his opinion after 1895 should have 
the privilege of voting unless he could 
read. He was not a fanatic on woman 
suffrage, but lie believed every woman 
who paid taxes should have the right to 
vote. The ladies of the W. C. T. U. had 
fought a good fight, but their work is not 
finished. Referring to the condition of 
things in the south—and he had lately 
visited that section—be said the negro 
was practically disfranchised. They were 
not allowed to vote, and if they did their 
ballots were not counted unless oast for 
the while man's party. New Orleans he 
pronounced as the most corrupt city in 
the country. 


The lecturer talked for two hours. At 


times he was witty, more often he was 
slightly tedious, but in the main it was a 
fairly good discussion of the subject.

PRE-HrSTORICAL RELICS. 


Discovery of » Crematory Fo*n»«« of m 


Anulent People. 


A short time ago Judge Metcolf, liv- 


ing at 816 Champa Street, in Denver, 
was hunting deer with » son inManoos 
or Santa Lucia valley, New Mexico, 
about twenty-five miles east of Silver 
City. While tracking a deer over an 
old" Indian trail through a canyon they 
observed, about a hundred and fifty 
feet above the creek bottom where tney 
wero, an opening or cave, apparently 
cut Into the steep side of the cliff. 
Climbing to it with some difficulty, 
they found a cave, evidently the work 
.of man, one hundred feet deep, twon- 
ty-fivo feet wide and about twelve foet 
high. The "door of this cave was coy- 
ered with the excrement of bats. While 
resting after the hard climb young 
Metoalt thrust the ramrod of his gun 
into the floor and felt something rattle 
against tho end. A small portion of 
the covering was then turned tip. They 
ascertained that the excrement deposit 
was from one to three feet in thick- 
ness. Beneath this was a deposit of 
whatwas afterward found to bo animal 
charcoal from ten to fourteen inches 
deep, and under this a layer ot ashes 
packed lightly down from six to ten 
inches deep. It woi after penetrating 
the latter that they ma/io their most 
important disc Jvery. This was a large 
number of relics of various kinds, con- 
sisting of figures of men rudely carved 
In wood, evidently with stone tools, 
numerous representations of tho rising 
sun made of splints of wood sewed to- 
gether with thread made of the liber of 
amolo or soap weed with tho aid of 
awls mode of bone, some of which 
were found; a representation of a ser- 
pent with a bird's bond cut out of 
wooilsi, arrows with flint heads, some 
of them very small, bows of various 
sizes, stone axes and hammers, lari;o 
bunches of thread made from tho soup 
weed fiber, also cotton threads and 
cotton batting In masses, basket work 
of every description, Including hamp- 
ers, breast-plates adorned wilh .shells 
and beads, and in other forms whoso 
use Is unknown, long strings of bends, 
and long, slender painted sticks tied in 
bundles, and flat painted splints of 
wood, tho latter having characters up- 
on them, but whoso purpose is a m>3- 
tery, together with a large number of 
similar articles which Judge Motcall 
has preserved, notwithstanding somo 
flattering offers which have been made 
by tho Smithsonian and other institu- 
tions.

burial place, and that the deposit of 
animal charcoal is the remains of a. 
wholesale cremation of the dead who 
wore probably killed in some great 
tattlo. This belief is strengthened not 
only by the opinion of several learned 
professors, who havo visited the spot 
in his company, but by the actions of 
a small band of Indians whose medi- 
cine

i-ollcs. These Indiana wero encamped 
a short distance from 
his house, 


and ho sent an invitation for tho medi- 
cine men to come over, but the whole 
band, to tho number of forty, responded 
and come trooping over in a manner 
that ot first alarmed him, making 
peculiar cries. 
Upon bringing tho 


various articles out in front of the 
house they formed a ring around them 
and joined in a solemn dance, uttering 
a sort of chant. Upon asking an ex- 
planation fron the interpreter he said 
they regarded the relics as sacred, and 
thought it sacrilege to remove them 
from the place w-m;re they had been 
deposited. 
It would seem that tho 


people who placed them in tho cavo 
did so as offerings to their deity. 


A Professor ot the Smithsonian In- 


stitution, who saw the cave, says the 
articles woro placed thye ovor one 
thousand years ago, and bases his esti- 
mate upon the animal deposit co\ cring 
them. None of the Indians in tha 
neighborhood have any recollections or 
legends of the peoplo who lived there 
at this remote age. 
The numerous representations of the 


sun which were found bhow that theso 
people were sun-worshippers, and it Ls 
well known that the Pueblos and Zunis 
to this dny go upon the tops of their 
adobe houses every morning, and wllh 
their faces turned toward the East, 
watch for the rising god of the day.— 
Donvev News.
